Sarail, 14 miles south-east of Daijceling, and a shoit distance from 
Mungpu, the Jiead-quaite is of the Government Cmehona Plantation His 
Excellency remained at Sarail from 14th April to 21th April lie 
reached Daijeehng on 27th April, visiting Namring en rouU 

His Excellency left Darjeeling on 29th June halted it Bariick- 
pore for five days and reache 1 Dacci on 5tli July Ho returned to 
Calcutta on 4th August and remained there till 6th September lie

'> 3 The Hon’blc Mr N D Beatson Bell, c s i , c i e , acted as 
a Temporary Member of the Bengal Executive (Council duiing the 
absence on leave, of the Hon’ble Mr P C Lyon, c s i , from the 14th 
April to the 13th September 1914 'I'he Hon’ble Mr Beatson Bell 
Hueceo led to the permanent vacancy in the Council caused by the 
iPHignatmn of Sir hrediruk William Duke Ktsi kiif, on the Ist 
Noidiibei 19 J1 

4 Th( pay of the Chiuf Seeietaiy to the Government of Bengal 
was laised to Us 3,750 i month, the rate sanctioned fot th( Chief 
Secretaries to the Governments of Madras and Bomb*iy 

In recognition of the gi owing importance of the Legislative Depait 
ment of tHis Govmnment, the status of the offieer-in-eh irge of that 
Depaitment was riised from an “Assistant Seciotary” to that of a 
‘ Seentaiy,” anil he is now designated “ Secretarj to the Government 
oL Bengal in the Legislative Department and Seerotary to the Bengal 
Legislative Council ” 

5 Proposils for the piitition of the distrut of Midnapore for 
the betti r admiiiistiation of the district have long been undei the 
consideration of Government In 1913, a definite scheme of partition 
was diawn up and published for general information and criticism 
After a careful consideration of the various suggestions put forward 
by repieseiitatiM bodies and ]«rivate individuals interested m the 
inattii, as well as of the recommendations of the Bengal Distiict 
Administration Committal on the subject, a revised scheme has boon 
prepared foi dividing the existing district into two, as indicated 
below — 

(1^ the district of Midnapore, witli its head-quarters at Midtia- 
poro and outlying subdivisions at Ghatal and Jhargram, 
comprising i total an a of 2,688 square miles, with a popu- 
lation of 1,088,447 , and 

(2) tho distiift of Hijli with its head-quarters at Khaiagpur 
and outlying subdivisions at Cental and Tainluk, coniprising 
a total aiea of 2,457 square miles, with a population of 
l,732,7o4 No change, howeaer, is at present contemplated 
with logaid to the jurisdiction of the District and Sessions 
Judge of Midnapore, who will continue to deal with cases 
from both districts The final scheme was published for 
geneial infoimation in January 1915, and a complete 
estimate of its cost is under preparation 

6 The question of tho partition of the unwieldy distnct of 
Mymeiisingh his been bofoie Government since the yeai 1876, and the 
late Goieinmint of Eastern Bengal and Assam was m favour of tho 
constitution of thiee districts out of the piesont district The whole 
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qaestioa wiut oaretally reexamined by the Government of Bengal after 
the recoifltitntion of th» Provinoost and in July 1918 a reeolntion was 
pabhabed UK which it was proposed to create a now district consisting 
g( the sabdiTKSions of Jamalpar and Tangail, and to leave the 
remainder as the Mymensingh district, leaving the question of a still 
further division to fature decision The matter was farther considered 
by the Bengal Distriot Administration Committee who recommended the 
fonnatioiK ef the following three districts 

0) A south-eastem or Kishoiganj district with head*quarter8 
al Kishorganj, oomjirising an area of 1,680 square milec, 
and a population 1,866,407 , 

(8) A western or Gopalpur district, with an area of 8,009 square 
miles, and a pcqialation of 1,788,685 , and 

(8) a oentral and north-eastern district with head-quarters at 
Mymensingh, comprising an area of 8.610 square miles, and 
^ a pqpulation of 1,421,490 

These proposals commended themselves generally to tlio Govein- 
ment of Bengal, and a resolution inviting public criticisms thereon was 
published in the GaleuUa Gazette ot the 2nd .Tune 1916 The matter 
IS still under consideration 


CONDITION OF IHE PEOPLE 


7 Before the outbreak of the European war there were ezpeota* ai» i«m*Mwii 
tions of a prosperous year The sadden fall in the price of 3 Ute in 
o<meeqnenoe of the war told heavily on the raiyats who had emplc^ed 
labour at high rates in expectation of high prices Insufficient rainfall 
m September and October caused injury to the winter rice in parts of 
Eastern Bengal. 

8 The professional classes, traders, artisans and labourers suffered 
from the dislocation of trade caused by the war and the depressed 
condition of the cultivators

ADMINISTRATION OF THE LAND. 


BEALKATIOS OF THE &EVBNUB 

9 There was an increase of Rs 1,90,604 in the land revenue nwmmiaapd 
demand and of Rs 1,89,607 in that for road and public works cesses 
But the coiUeotKnis under both heads suffered oonsiderablj owing to the 
depression in the jute market caused by the European war, the percent- 
ages coming down to 97 7^ and 96 9 from 98 52 and 100 2, respectively, 
in the prs^nmis year

8DBVKYS. 

10 Major 1* C Hirst, i a , continued to bdd the office of the 
Director of Surveys, Bengal and Assam It was arranged between this 
Government and the Assam Administration that while the work in each 
province should be earned on by separate parties, the staff for supemsion 
and control should remain joint for a further penod of two years, te, 
up to March 1916, after which it would be decided whether the existing 
arrangements should rontmue, or whether it would be moi)^ convenient 
for the two provinces to have entirely separate departments, each under 
a whole-tune officer The staff consists of the Director of Suiveys with 
hiB office, and two Assistant Directors, one in chaige of the work m 
Bengal and the other of the work in Assam The services of these two 
officers are, however interchangeable during the field season at the 
discretion of the Director of Surveys 

liAND RECORDS AND SKTTLBMENT 

11 With the expansion of settlement operations in the Presidency 
and the introduction of improved methods of work the number of Settle> 
ment Kanungos and the importance of their duties has steadily increased 
Foi thi proper performance of those duties a high standard of character 
and education is essential, but the conditions of the service have re- 
mained stationary and weio far from being attractive Government 
recognised that some improvement in the pay and prospects of these 
officers was necessary It was, however, thought undesirable to re- 
organise the service finally until the repoits of the Public Service 
Commission and the District Administration C'ommitteg had been f ully 
considered As a temporary measure, therefore, the Kanungos were 
divided into five grades with pay ranging frenn Bs 100 tO Rs 200 
Rules for recruitment of candidates were franieil and published 

12 The rules made by the late Governments of Bengal and Rastem 

Bengal and Assam under sub-section (7) of section 39 sub-section (2) 
of section 61, section 134, and section 189 of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act were scrutinised, co-ordinated, and levised so that they might 
be applicable to all parts of the Presidency of Bengal as now 

constituted where the Act is in force The new Rules were published 

in December 1914 

13 Detailed luiprovements in the position of Kanungos in Bengal 

in respect of their pay, prospects and travelling allowance, were finally 
settled during the year and orders on the subject were issued It has 
been decided that in order to attract a better and more efficient class 
of candidates, to widen the held of selection and to secure a more 
eien flow of promotion the Kanungo service should, instead of being 
on graded pav, as hitherto, be on a time scale of pay of Rs 60 per 
mensem rising by quadrennial increments of Rs 10 to Rs 120 Incre- 
ments when they fall due will be granted onlj with the sanction of 

the Commissioiiers of Divisions, who have been authorized to withhold 
the whole or a portion of the increment in any case th^ think fit 
The appenntment, distribution and posting of the stafl of Kanungos m 
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each division have been left as hitherto to the discretion of the 
Commissioner The orders were given effect to from 1st September 
1914 

14 In order to increase the utility of Collectorate Kanungos in vpaMiig ar 
Bengal, it was decided by Government to give the younger members Kmui^Mta 
of the staff a pre^r training in survey for six months at the school 

opened at Comilla by the Director of Surveys, Bengal and Assam 
Three Kanungos from the Presidency, Dacca and Rajshahi Divisions, 
were accordingly deputed to the school last cold weather, and underwent 
a course of training 

WARIIS, AND ArTAlHlSI) ESTATES 

15 There were 57 estates under the management of tin Court 

during tho year, of which 4 were released The pereontage of collcc- 

tions on current demand fell from 99 9 to 84 7 Tho fall is chiefly '^'""*** 
attributed to the dislocation of the jute trade caused by tlie European 
war, and the damagi* to crops by want of laiti in certain areas The 
cost of management for the whole Province was 12 4 poi emt of tho 
current rent and cess demand against 12 6 per cent in the previous 
year the standard of 10 per cent being exceeded m all the Divisions 

16 In acLordanct with the arrangement to give minors uiidci ▼•*•*•••< ef 
tho Court oE Wanlfl Hornc Irainins; in Survey ami Settlement work two in supvAy ami 
waids attended the camp held duiin^ the field seasoi of 1914-16, 

with satisfactory results 

ULVENUE AND RENT PAYIVQ CLASStS 

17 Though there aro indications that in the Dacca Division, where woHUsa of th« 
the preparation of tho rocord-of-nghts has prqgioBsod fuither than aoT*** ^********^ 
elsewhere, the knowledgo of the law is increasing, tho levy of abwabs 

and other illegal exactions in addition to the rent is still widely 

prevalent, and yet no suit under section 75 of tho Act was instituted 

during the year 

There was i decrease in tho number of rent moiiey-ordeis issued 
which IS attributed to the fact lhat fewer people paid rent than in 
normal jears the percentage of rent money-orders refused has 

continued to decrease, being 18 5 as compand with 20 3 in tin previous 
year and 26 1 in tho year before 

The depression iii the jute trade and the partial failuio of crop 

led to a general increase in the number of voluntary transfers of 

tenancies During the jear two important questions regarding tho 

transfers of tenancies have been under the consideration of Govern- 

ment, VIZ , a proposal to legalise subject to certain rostnctions, the 
transfer of occupancy holdings without the landlord’s consent, and a 
proposal to restrict tho right of transfer in the case of aboriginal 

tribes in order to save them from parting with their lands in favour 

of money-lenders 

18 It was brought to the notice of Government that in many i**”* 

cases landlords did not accept rent remitted by money-order from an ordsri. 
alleged apprehension that its acceptance would operate as an admission

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as to the correctness oE the entries regarding the PdKt, tito Area And 
other conditions and incidents of the tenancy With a view to remove 
this objection the form of rent money-order has been revised, the nondbelr 
of entries being cut down so as to comply with the bare leqmrements 
of section 55 of the Bengal Tenancy Act 

19 The Embankment Acts in force m the Sandarbans did not oon'- 
tain Any provision for controlling the erection of private embankments 
Having regard to physical conditions winch exist in the Sandarbans 
and the necessity for preserving frcnn deterioration the tidal ohannds 
which are relied on for drainage and navigation it wBs considered 
necessary that Government should possess the same powers in regard 
to embankments in this area as in the adjoining permanently-settled 
f states Legislation was act ordingly undertaken to extend to the 
Sandarbans, the Bengal Embankment Act, 1882, and the extant portions 
of ihe Bengal Embankment Act 1873, and to repeal the Bengal 
Embankment Acts, 1855 and 1866, in force in the Sundarbans so as to 
bung till Embankment law of the Sundarbans into line with that of 
tilt rest of Bengal The Bill was passed as Bengal Act IV of 1915,

Legislative Council and became law during or shortly after the close 
of that year Of those, the more important Acts are Bengal Act V 
of 191 1 [The Cluttagoig Port Act, 1914], Bengal Act VI of 1914 
[The Bengal Medio il Act, 1914] and Bengal Act III of 1915 [The 
Calcutta Impiovemcnt (Amendment) Act, 1915] Each Act is further 
discussed under the head “ Course of Legislation," in Part II of this 
Report 
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21 A complete recnganisation of the Military Police was ssae- 
tioned during the year 

22 The rates of pay fixed m 1205 on the rsoosamendatisn of 
the Police Commission were found inadequate, and orders were 'pBSS*- 
ed during the year sanoticmmg an increase m the pay ef tbs rank

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28 A Training School for the Calcutta Police force was started TMMnaaoiiMi. 
in the DnUunda buildings from the Ist October 1914

Offenders, arrested or convicted within the town of Calcutta, was 
established at No. 85, Lower Circular Road

tion and 1 attempt at assassination Two of the men assassinated 

were police ofHcers, an Inspector of the Calcutta Police and a Head 
Constable of tlio Bengal Police Arrusts were made lu connection 
With three of the murders but the accused {lersons were eventually 
acquitted

27 During the year 1914, there was an increase, as compared woiMioftii* 

with the previous year, m the number of criminal cases disposed of by 
Magistrates in the Mufanal There was a very Urge decrease in the 

amount of woik disposed of by thi stipendiary Presidency Magistrates , 
on the other hand, a substantial increase occurred in the onttum 

of the Houoraty Magistrates Magistrates ilisposod of more appellate, 
but less rovisional work In the Couits of Session there was an in- 
crease of original, but a decrease of both appellate and revisional 
work In the High Court there was a slight decrease in appellfito 
and revisional Work 

28 Two oases were tried by a Special Bench of t he High Court spMiai BMMh, 

during the jear undei review In one case, an appeal was filed against ****" 

the order of the Government of India forfeiting all copies of the issue of 
the Comrade newspaper published at Delhi, on the 26th Siptember 1914, 
and the security which had iioon deposited in respect of the press at 
which the newspiper was pnntod In the other case, proceedings were 
instituted by the Crown against one Nagendra Nath Sen Gupta in 
connection with the explosion of two bombs thrown into the house of 
a Deputy Superintendent of Police m Mussulmanfiara Lane, Calcutta, 
which resulted in tho death of a Hoa<l Constable In the formei case the 
appeal was dismissed In the latter case, the accused was acquitted

29 Or lers were passed during the year directing that the Head mimimi sf hmmi 
Warders of Jails should be allowed to count the whole of their *•'"*'* 
service, including their service as Warders, for pension on the superior 
'ieiia 
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CIVIL JU8TIGB 

30 In the yeai 1914 there was a large decrease m the original 
work coming before the courts subordinate to the High Court, but as a 
result of diminished outturn, chiefly in the courts of Munsifs, the pend- 
ing file increased There was an appreciable increase in the appellate 
disposals, but the pending hie became heavier owing to a rise in insti- 
tutions The number of year old suits and appeals was greater than in 
tlu previous year On the Appellate Side of the High Court, the insti- 
tutions were less than in 1913 , and increased disposals led to a 
substantial reduction in the pending file 

RBCISTRATION 

31 The increase m tho number of Registration offices rendered it 
necessary to incioast the inapacting staff and tho post of a 4th Inspector 
was accordingly ( roatod during tho year for the bettor supervision of 
ofiioos 

32 The system of recruiting a probationei in the Registration 
Deiiartment for each individual vacancy as it occurod was discontinued 
and rules weie published for recruiting probalionar} Sub-Regi strars once 
a year as is done in the case of probationarv Doputv Colleotors and 
Sub-Deputy Collectors 

33 In Older to test tho fitness of Sub-Registrais for performing 
tho duties of a District Sub-llogistrar, rules were published for holding 
a spicial examination of these officers annually or at such intervals as 
the Inspector-Geneial of Registration may determine 

34 With a view to dispense with the employment of outsideis in 
leave vacancies, tho strength of the leave reserve was increased from 
8 to 12 per cent of tho sanctioned posts, and 15 posts were accordingly 
added to the fifth giade of Sub-Registrars 

35 In supersession of the rules presciibed by the late Govern* 
mont of Kastern Bengal and Assam for the examination and confiiraa- 
tion of Probationary Muhammadan Marriage Registrars, revised lules 
were published for use throughout the Fresidenc} 

36 In exorcise of the power conferred on I^cal Government by sec- 
tion 144 (2) of tho Indian Companies Act, 1913 (VII of 1913), rules were 
published providing for tho grant of certificates entitling the holders 
to act as tiuditors of Companies, and the conditions and restrictions 
governing the grant of such certificates The issues of certificates is 
confined to — 

(1) members of four specified bodies of British Accountants who 

have had at least five years’ practical experience in auditing 
accounts , and 

(2) any other persons with similar practical experience who can 

satisfy the Local Government as to their competency 

The period for which a certificate remains in force is fixed at two 
years, provided that subject to cancellation under the rules, the Local 
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Government may in exceptional cases issue a certifacato without any 
limitatum of period 

Twenty-eight certificates were issued during the year, all being for 
a period of two years Twenty-four of those were restricted certificates 
which entitled the hdders to audit the account of companies within 
the limits of the Presidency only , the rem*iining four were unrestricted 
certificates enabling the holdeis to conduct audits thiougliout Untisli

Volunteer Corps under the name of the Calcutta Scottish Volunteers 
was submitted to the Government of Bengal The proposal was strongs 
ly supported by the local military authorities, and, on the recommend- 
ation of the Government of Bengal, it was sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment of India during the year under review 
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46 The scheme for the lighting of the river Hooghly between 
Mud Point and Saugor for the purpose of navigation by night, which 
was sanctioned by Government last year, was completed during the year 
under report, and the restriction against night navigation m that 
stretch of the river was withdrawn For the present only outward- 
bound vessels are permitted to use the lighted channels When the 
war is over the permission will be extended to inward-bound vessels 
Revised and consolidated rules were issued under the Indian Forts 
Act, 1908, for the guidance of Masters of Vessels and Port Health 
Officers for preventing the spread of infections diseases by means of 
ships entering or leaving the ports of Bengal 

In order to improve the mechanical training of Engine-drivers of 
Government vessels, and to ensure the supply of competent men a 
special training class was started at the Royal Indian Marine Dockyard, 
Kidderpore 

The number of vessels entenng and leaving the port of Calcutta 
during the year was 1,431 and 1,461 representing gross tonnage of 
6,006,681 and 6,099,438, against 1,649 and 1,659 vessels representing 
gross tonnage of 6,926,817 and 6,961,807, respectively, in the previous year 
46 The income the Calcutta Port Trust amounted to 
Rs 1,44,60,349 and the expenditure to Rs 1,66,88,839, against 
Rs 1,61,28,485 and Rs 1,66,61,451, respectively, in the previous year

'Phe total expenditure on capital works was Rs 86,92,660 The 
following were the more important works sanctioned by Government 
during the year —

(tt) Carrying the Port Trust Railway hnes by means of a subway 
under the Calcutta approach road to the Howrah Bridge 
in replacement of the level crossing

part of the Calcutta Port Improvement Scheme This was 
recommended by the Port Facihties Enquiry Comnutteu 
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The GommiBSioiiers were also authorized to raise a debenture loan 
cC one orore oE rupees boarin^ interest at ja rate not ezoeedinj; 4 per 
cent per annum repayable m 60 years for expenditure on capital 
works The capital debt of the Trust at the end of the yoai stood 
at Bs 11 44,89,854 a^inst which the Commissioners hold proi^erties 
valued at Bs 18,05,11,586

Department have been heterogeneous, but oo*oidination was required in ^ 
order to secure energy in the officers and progress in the work of the ^|niini,i ,i 
department During the year regular cadres for the Provincial and ■*' 
Subordinate Agnoultural Services were foimod The Provincial Seivioe 
consists of one class only on pay of Bs 20(^-10—400, while, as a 
tentative measure, the Subordinate Service was divided into two 
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o1s886B, VIZ , cla88 1 ou Bs 100~~*5~*200, and cla88 II (ni Rb 60— *2~8~~100> 
The reoraitment of the membera of these two services will ordinarily 
be made by direct appointment, but promotions will occasionally 
be made from among officers in the class below to the Provincial 
or the higher Subordinate Service The chief qualifications required 
for the Provincial Service are training in agnculture abroad and 
those for class I of the Subordinate Service a degree or certificate 
given by an Agricultural College in India 
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The grading of the Subordinate Agricultural Service is still under 
consideration

the forecasts lolating to each district were forwarded to the Direct or> 
General of (commercial Intolligenoo and to the Director of Agriculture 
simultaneously and were published at the district offices on the morning 
of the day on which m the ordinary course of the post they might be 
expected in Calcutta Under the new system the supply of the copy 
of the distnct forecast to the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence 
by distnet officers is discontinued and a copv is sent by them, only to 
the Direotoi of Agriculture who arranges with the Dnector of Statistics 
regarding its publication in Calcutta In the case of the preliminary 
forecast, the Director of Agriculture informs the District officers by 
telegram of the date on which it will be published in Calcutta, and 
it IS published at the district offices on the morning of that date, while 
in the case of the final forecast the Directoi of Agriculture makes 
arrangements in consultation with District Officers at the conferences 
hold in September, so that the foreeast for each distnct may be pub- 
lished simultaneously in Calcutta and at the distnct offices 

This new procelure has been adopted also by the Government 
of Bihar and Orissa and the Administration of Assam 

54 During the year a record area under jute pioduced a bumper 
crop But the outbreak of war at harvest time resulted m the collapse 
of th( futo market The foreign demand foi jute practically ceased for 
the time being, while the trade with Germany and Austna, which 
consumed more than a quarter of the raw jute exported from India, 
was entirely out off Consequently the only purchasers of jute were the 
Calcutta mills, which already had large stocks in hand The raids of 
the Et¥iden and the lack of shipping, however, threatened the interruption 
of the trade in gunnies and there was at one time some apprehension 
that the Calcutta mills might have to close down The first effect of 
'the collapse of the Calcutta jute market on the mufassal was to lead 
the raiyats to hdd up their cre^ in the hope of a recovery of prices 
The oultivatorB generally could not, however, afford to maintain tlua 
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Attitude indefinitely This Bituation affected the tenoral proapentv and 
well-being of the jute distncts, but no signs of senous distr<>8s appeared 
4 ip to the end of the year 1914, except in a limited area in the Dacca 
distiict, where relief was promptly affoided by the grant of agncultiiral 
loans to the poorer cultivators and gratuitous relief to the landless 
labourers These measures proved sufficient to allay distress Subse- 
quently the situation improved with the ie-u|H)iiing ol the foi«*ign 
markets after the capture of the Emlen and the supply of additional 
shipping facilities, but the piici of law jutt on the C'aUuttd market 
remained low and bft i veij small margin of ])iofit to the laiyat

method undei which the seeds obtained from iiidiMdiial plants aie kept 
separate and by a companson of thi produce of Iht seeds ot numofous 
plants an attempt is made to obtain by expiiinuiit tin best single 
line for seed The idvantage of the forinei systim is that it is capable 
of application by tin laiyats on then own fields, uid it is reputed 
io have given lolatnely good results The lattei system can onlj' be

59 The post of Registrar, Oo-operative Societies, Bengal, is in- 
cluded in the regular grades of Magistrate and Collector, and this 
fact gave rise to diificultios in confirming the Officiating Registrar, Mr 
J M Mitra, in the appointment As there was, however, no suitable 
ofiider available who could replace Mr Mitia and as his retention in 
this appointment was necessary for some time to come in tho interests 
of Co-operative work in Bengal, the sanction of His Majesty’s Secretary 
of State for India was obtained to the creation of a temporary poet 
of Registrar on Rs 900 a month for a term of three years, to be held by 
Mr J M Mitra and treated as a special po<it outside the grades 
of Magistrate and Collector so long as it is held by this ofiicer

reforms, under Irrigation, to the purchase of di edging plint , under 
Courts of law, to legal expenses in connection with political oases , 
under Lan I Revenue, to growth of survey ind settlement work , and 
under Jails to special pui chases of Euiopcan stoics, blankets and

102 To meet the situation caused by the discontinuance of the 
University Examination foi the License in Medicine and Surgery which 
shut out a considerabli bo ly of candidates who while unable to 
attain to the highest qualifications aie yit above the standard of those

tions IS anticipated 

The expenditure in toiiiiiction with the constiuction and repair of build- 
ings eluiing the yeai 1914 was nearly 18 lakhs as compared with Rs 14^ 
lakhs during the previous joai, but much remains to be done to make the 
police force in the inufassal reasonably e oiiifortable and contented in this 
respeeA The conelition of ininy ot the police buildings is deploiable, and 
heavy expenditure will be necessaiv befoie the force is pioperly housed. 
The Inspect oi -General submitted a compieliunsiio and carefullj planneel 
scheme, invohinga total expeneliture of nearlj a cioic and a half ot lupees 
In the existing hiianeial stiin^eiicv, it would be impossible foi the Local 
Government OI the GoMiiimeiit of Inelia to hnance such a scheme, but 
Government fiillj italisid the importance of the question and took sti ps t» 
advance it as fai as possible, so that substantial progicss might be made 
directly hnaiioial londitions impioved 

The discipline of the militaiy police foice wis excellent The battalion 
at Dacca tixik pait with the regular troops on ill combined held days, and 
was highly compliinoiitcd bj M ijor-Goneral May, cn, cmo, Commanding 
the Piesiden'*y Kiigadi., on its excellent conduct and on the keen and soldier- 
like man nei in whic'i It icquittod itself In iccoi dance with the scheme for 
the reoi gam ration of the militaiy police m Bengal which wis sanctioned by 
the Secretary of Stitc, the old Bengal Military Police Company at Uooghly 
was to have been replaced by a ditachment of the Dacca Militaiy Police 
battalion, but fot administrative reasons the ( hange could not be carried out 
befoie the close of the year 

A satisfactory improvement in the leciuitment of local men foi the iiver 
police was eftected during the yeai Six new iiver police-stations were 
established (including three re-opened), and there aie now 19 river pohoe- 
stations in all Twtlve have floating thaiias and the rest are accommodated 
in hiied houses on land Each thana has a jpann boat attached to it Owing 
to the outbreak of the wai , some delay (xcuired in obtaining new launches and 
boats from the Dockyard authorities, but the force now possesses a fleet of

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Of the pi rsons convicted 3,127 wete punished with nguiuus imprison- 
ment, the sentence in the case of 1 ]x.isuiis including terms of solitary 
confinement , 597 weie punished with simple imprisonment , 61,-152 with fine , 
and 221 with whipinug One bundled and oiii of the persons sentenced 
to fine were so sentenced m addition to otlui punishments Twenty-six 
sentences of imprisonment were, in the case of \oiithful uflendeis, commutid

and of the rest 57 weio limited by shares, 4 were limited by guaiantee and 
11 were registeiod under tho Societies Registration Act, 1860 Sixtj-six

As judged by figaics the progress was loss rapid than in the previous 
jear, a feature which is sufiiciently explained b> the abnormal circumstances 
of the year, and by the fact that attention was largely concentrated on the 
removal of defects 

312 The numbei of Central Banks has iisen from 33 to 38, and their 
working capital has itsen from 32 to 40 lakhs Central Banks are progressmg 
towards efficiency and the Directors as a rule take an intelligent interest in 
their work Owing to the exceptional circumstances of the year the recovery 
of loans by Central Banks from Agricultural Societies did not come up to 
the standard of the previous year, but the Central Banks exercised caution 
in giving out loans 

313 The scheme for a Provincial Bank was further discussed by an 
influential Committee in February 1915 and the draft bye-laws were amended 
In view of the financial situation it has not been thought desirable to 
attempt to inaugurate a Provincial Bank at this time, but the scheme is 
being further considered in the light of the recommendations of the 
Commitree on Co-operation The year’s experience has emphasized the need 
for an apex bank for the purpose of financing Central Banks and maintaining 
a cash reserve 

314 The conditions have not been suitable for opening new Agricultural 
Societies during the year Then number has increased from 1,543 to 1,862, 
of which 1,582 are affiliated to Central Banks The most noticeable feature 
of the finance of these societies is the rapid increase m the percentage of the 
capital contributed b> the Central Banks which indicates the confidence of 
the gonoial public in the movement , but the position is not altogether 
satisfactoiy from a co-oporative point of view In view of the general 
indebtedness of the members and of the conditions of the year it is satis- 
factoiv that the members’ deposits have not deci eased Greater attention 
IS being paid to fixing the terms of loans on a consideration of the purpose 
for which they are taken There is further evidence of the indirect benefits 
of co-operation in encouraging the settlement of disputes by arbitration and 
the desire for education 

315 There has been a small increase m the number of Non-agncultural 
Societies The co-operative standard of these societies is reported not to be 
high, but a satisfactory feature is the extent to which they attract deposits 
by members 

A Co-operacive Society in Fandpur district todc advantage of the rise 
In the price of sugar and started a sugar factory with satisfactory results, 
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and the Myraensingh Supply Societi pui chased honomedl and potato seed for 
distiibution among its inemlxis There has been piogiess in combined 
action between the Agncultaial and Co-opeiati\e Dcpiitments in introducing 
agiicultural impio\cment8 which is looked upon is the most hopeful mt thod 
of diffusing knowledge* of the results obtained by the Agiicultuial Department

Mr (now Sir) R R Gales was appointed as Engioeer>m-Chiof and the 
eonsti action of the bridge began in the cold season of 1908-09 'I'he object 
of tho bridge is to link up the two portions of the Eastern Bengal State 
Railway separated by the Ganges and thus do away with the costly and 
inconvenient ferry arrangements which have hithoi to afforded the sole connec- 
tion between the two systems Tho bridge was formally opened for traffic 
liv Ills Excellency The Viceroy on the 4th March 1916 and with His 
Excellency’s permission was named the llardinge Bridge 

Sara-Santahar Broad Gauge Extension 

Tho piojoct foi extending the bioad gauge line to tho tirritoiy north of 
the Ganges was the natural sequel to the project foi bridging the Ganges 
near Sara Hitherto tho unbridged Ganges formed the natiiial bariior 
between the standaid and metie gauge sections of Ihe Eastern Bengal

642 The numbir of biiths increased slightly an I the birth-rate rose 
fiom 33 75 to HS 86 per thousand of population as ascertained at the last 
census If, however, the biith-rate fir 1914 be calculated on the actual popu- 
lation as ( stimated by adding the excess of biiths over deaths since 1911 
to the census population, it becomes 33 22 It would, therefore, appeal that 
the birth-iate was more or less stitionaiy during the last two jiars 

543 The registration of baths m hastein Bengal continues to be defec- 
tive The percentage of omissions to iigistei deaths langcd from 5 71 to 
13 79 in five districts It is piobablethat many of the deaths locorde 1 under

and there was a considerable demand foi quinine in the ” treatment ” form in 
which it IS now sold The sale of quinine in this form has nearly doubled 
since August 1913 Quinine was distiibutcd free to school children in the

romaimug laboiii dist nets the result being tin abolition of penal contracts 
undei the Act throughout the tea distiicis of Assam In putsuaucc oL the 
policy oi iacilitating leoruitinunt of iimndintured emigiants by honA fde 
gaiden saidars the conco8Bion*» pieviously allowed to certain approved 
associitions were extended by this Govei nment to individual employers who 
may appoint duly licensed local agents in the leciuitiiig distiuts Thus 
emigiants leciuited by mtdars woiking under local agents, whethei appomted-

which IS the largest recuided> since the yeai 1908-0'), 2,514 were recruited 
by licensed contractors and 53,707 by garden sarda)it of dll classes, as com- 
pared with 4,785 and 43,043 in the ycdi 1913-14 Tho inoiease was marked 
in all classes of sardan emigrants, but those recruited by contractors and 
also those alleged to havo been reciuited in Native States decreased by 51 64

561 The de idts, places of accommodation and rest-houses for emigrants eomiitienor 
wore duly inspected and kept in proper sanitary condition, and tho arrange- - rr i r tt nim rt w i 
ments for the transport of emigrants continued to be satisfactory Among houM* 

2,316 emigiants despatched by licens'd contractors to Goalundo, there was 

no death during the journey to that station or afterwards on the steamer 
voyage, but among the emigrants recruited by garden aaidara of whom 53,781 
arrived at Goalundo, 10 deaths occurred there, while 17 emigrants are 
reported to have died en loute Among the 43,608 sartfart emigrants who 
embarked for the Assam Valley districts 29 died during the visage, but no 
death oocui red during the steamer journey among the 10,099 aardart coolu s 
who embarked for Oachar and Sylhet Out of 36,592 emigrants ol all classes

564 The total number of Hospitals and l)i8pensaiies in the Presidency 
town increased from 19 in 1913 to 20 duiing the year under report by 
the inclusion of Rai Bhagawau Das Bagla Bahadur’s Marwari Hospital, 
which IS a private iion-aided institution The dailv average of in-patients 
treated in classes I, TTI and IV institutions was 1,432 52 as compaied with 
1,396 47 in the pievious year Duiiiig the year the total number of patients 
treated in those 20 institutions was 388,677, against 355,782 tieated in the 
19 institutions during the year 1913 The beds available in classes I HI and 
TV hospitals show a decrease of 10 oompired with those in the pievious 
year, their numbei having been 1,889 against 1,899 This reduction was 
principally due to the closure of the in-door department of the Chandney 
Hospital and to the occupation of a numbei of beds m the Howrah General 
Hospital by nurses pending the construction of their quarters Against this 
there was an increase of 12 beds in the Medical College Hospital owing 
to the opening of tho diphthi iia ward Thi scheme for associating members 
of tho independi nt Medical Profession with the staff of Government Hospitals 
as Hoiioiaiy Surgeons and Ph^siciins which was introduced for the fiist time 
into tho Mayo and Sambhunath Pandit Hospitals with effect fiom the let 
June and 1st July 1914, respectively woiked smoothly and well in those 
institutions 

565 Tho number of patients treated at hospitals and dispensaries 
fot choleia and small-pox showed a fairly considerable increase owing to the 
prevalence of tho diseases in the town in epid< mio foim, the statistics being 
1,064 and 997, against 739 aui 69, respectively, in the previous year Theie 
was a gratifying diminution in the mortality fiom phthisis among tho 
general population of tho town from 2,118 in 1913 to 1,867 in 1914 The 
number of in-pationts tieitod for this disease was 607, agiinst 687 in 1913 
witli a diminished death-rate of 42 56 as compared with 47 45 per cent 
The outbreak of plague during the year was of an erceptionally mild charac- 
ter, the number of cases having been the lowest recorded since the cit> was 
infected 

566 The total expenditure of classes I, HE and IV hospitals, excluding 
amounts invested, aggregated Rs 13,86,483 or an increase of Rs 64,929 over 
the expenditure in the previous year Duiing the year Government paid 
3 51 pel cent more on the whole than in 1913 Private donations and sub- 
scnptions fell off considerably, tho f ill being most marked in tho case of 
subscriptions by Indians

year 1914, throughout the Presidency, including Calcutta was 166 under 
section 2 and 282 under section 4 as cennpared with 142 and 236, respectively, 
in 1913 In Calcutta tin total number of licenses issued under both the 
sections amounted to 106, against 111 during the previous year Outside 
Calcutta th( largest number of licenses current were in the districts of Pabna 
(81), Birbhum (43), Midnapoic (41), Dacca (29) and 24>Pai:ganas (24) In 
Pabna the unusual increase from 9 licenses in 1913 to 81 in 1914 was duo to 
the fact that steps were taken to make it known to the public that the sale of 
))oi8ons without a license would be followed by prosecution As it was 
su8|x'cted from the small numlici of licenses current in several districts that 
in many places poisons are still sold to a cfuisiderable extent without licenses, 
instructions woie issued to local ofiicers to take more vigorous steps to make 
the law known and observed The duty of inspection and supeivision m 
certain districts of Eastern Bengal was carried out only by Medical officers , 
instructions havi now been issued that Police officers also should, as in West 
Bengal, inspect the premises of tiie licensed vendors of poisons The total 
niimlier of prosecutions instituted under the Act was 7, of which 4 
ended in conviction No serious irregularities wore detected during the year

rinderpest was, as usual, fairlj prevalent throughout the Province In 
the area outside Calcutta and its subuibs, theie weie 340 outbreaks of 
rinderpest lesulting in the death of 4,584 uninoculated animals, while 
out of 37,813 mot ulatod animals onlj 221 or about 0 6 per cent died In spite 
of this remarkable lesult, considerable piejudice against inoculation still 
exists among cultivators

weie appointed spi cial const ibh s ind nndoted valuable seivico in suiveil- 
lanoc work Undci tin Foio'gneis Act, 1864, the movements of hostili 
foreigners throughout tho Presidency were ri strict od and tliiy wore not 
allowed to travel without a permit The oxomption enjoyi d by them undi r 
the Indian Arms Act was withdrawn and tho iims in their possession were 
deposited 

Germans and Austrians of militaiy age who handed over to the 
mditaiy authorities for intcininent in thi Pi isouers of War Camp at Ahiiu d- 
nagar in the Bombiy Pieoidency Those above the military age ri maim d 
under the control of the Local Goveinrnent Some were illowed to remain at 
their places of residence, subject to such degiee of restraint as was necessary 
and provided written undertakings vouched for by rosponsible Biitish subjects 
were given by them A number of German and Austrian officers ind sailors 
were kept under close supervision in Kidderpore House, Calcutta Later 
they were transferred to Katapahar in the Darjeeling district, wheie other 
hostile aliens who were not permitted to lemain at liberty were also interned 
under the supervision of a police officer 

Ihe communiques issued by the Government of India in connection 
with the outbreak of war with Turkey weio published broa least and tvery 
effort was made to remove any misapprehension on the subject Special 
stress was laid on the n<m-religiou8 oharaotor of the present war, and on the 
value and importance of the assurance given by His Majesty’s Government 
as to the absdiate immunity of the holy places of the Muhammadans from any 
hostile action 
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In ordei that oorieot information regarding the war might be made 
known throughout the Preaidency, it was decided to publish every week 
undei the name of ** Saptahik Judhabarta ” (weekly war news) a ^ngak 
translation of the telegiams on the war received by His Excellency the 
Viceroy from His Majesty’s Secretary of State for India Copies were 
distributed to Post Ofhces, selected Pauchayats, Honorary Magistrates, 
resident Zamiudars and other influential persons in the districts Later a 
Hindi edition was published 

Many persons and associations offered help, monetary or otherwise 
in connection with the war, or for the comfort of the wounded In addition 
to a donation of Rs 10,000 to the Imperial Relief Fund, His Highness the 
Maharaja of Conch Behar offen d his personal sorvipes and those (S his two 
brothers, and placed the resources of his State at the disposal of His Majesty 
tlu King^Lmperor Mahai aj-Kumar Hitendra Narayan of Cooch Behar 

was selected to serve uii thu personal staff of the General Officer Command- 
ing one of the Brigades of the Indian Expeditionary h orco, and was appointed 
an Honorary Lieutenant iii the Army His Highness the Raja of Hill Tippera 
also placed himself and the resources of his entiie State at the disposal of 
the Imperial Government His Highness contributad Rs 12,000 to the 
Imperial Indian Relief bund The European Association offered the serMces 
of its members for employment in any mannei considered suitable by Govern- 
ment The Bengal Legislative Council at an extraordinary meeting held 
on 11th August adopted a resolution expressing loyalty to the Government 
and the Throne in this emergency and giving every assurance of hearty co- 
operation with the Government of India in whatever action they might 
consider it necessary to adopt A crowded public meeting of all the Indian 
commumties in Calcutta and the suburbs was held at the Town Hall on the 
14th August to express loyalty to tho Throne and to offer their services and 
resources A scheme was imtiati d for the raising of a Bengali Ambulance 
Corps for service in the war, and at the close of tne year negotiations were 
iin progress between the promoters and Government 

635 The Governor in Council appointed an Advisory Food Committee 
in Calcutta, the duties of which were to warn Government of any unusual 
movements in the prices of foodstuffs and also to take action itself, where 
necessary, to steady prices in direct communication with tho Corporation, the 
owners of markets and the purveyors and manufacturers of foodstuffs m 
Calcutta Similar committees were constituted in most districts
